There  are  five  series  of  reports  published  by  the  Research 
Management  Division  (RMD). 

1 . AOSERP  WIDE  DISTRIBUTION  REPORTS 

AOSERP  reports  have  been  published  since  the  inception  of  the 
Alberta  Oil  Sands  Environmental  Research  Program  (AOSERP)  in  1975. 
Although  the  program  is  now  part  of  the  Research  Management 
Division,  AOSERP  reports  continue  to  be  published  as  a distinct 
series  within  the  division.  Wide  distribution  indicates  that 

200  copies  of  the  report  were  printed. 

2.  RMD  WIDE  DISTRIBUTION  REPORTS 

RMD  reports  have  been  published  since  1980.  They  constitute  a 
separate  series  of  reports  within  the  division.  The  difference 
between  AOSERP  and  RMD  wide  distribution  reports  lies  in  the 

geographic  area  of  relevance.  If  the  area  studied  is  within  the 

Alberta  oil  sands  then  the  report  is  published  in  the  AOSERP 

series;  all  other  areas  of  the  province  come  under  the  RMD 

designation.  Reports  published  prior  to  1982  do  not  always  have 
this  clear-cut  differentiation.  Again,  wide  distribution  indicates 
that  200  copies  of  the  report  were  printed. 

3.  LIMITED  DISTRIBUTION  REPORTS 

These  are  generally  interim  reports  or  reports  that,  for  other 
reasons,  do  not  necessitate  wide  distribution.  Twenty  copies  are 
printed  and  distributed  to  select  1 ibraries.  RMD  and  AOSERP 

reports  are  both  filed  as  Limited  Distribution  Reports. 

4.  OPEN  FILE  REPORTS 

Open  File  reports  are,  for  various  reasons,  not  considered 
appropriate  for  wide  or  limited  distribution.  They  remain 

unedited;  ten  copies  are  printed  and  distributed  to  select 

libraries  and  to  a quick-printing  house  in  Edmonton.  RMD  and 
AOSERP  reports  are  both  filed  as  Open  File  Reports. 

5.  RESEARCH  SECRETARIAT  REPORTS 

These  reports  ceased  to  be  published  when  the  Research  Management 
Division  was  formed  in  1980.  Some  Research  Secretariat  reports  are 
still  available  for  distribution,  but  the  series  is  essentially 
non-existent .

To  provide  wider  access  to  RMD  publications  and  to  ensure  that  out-of- 
print  reports  are  accessible,  the  Publications  Office  has  selected  a 
number  of  alternate  sources  for  publications.  These  locations  are  given 
at  the  beginning  of  the  listings  for  each  report  series.  Please  keep  in 
mind  that  Open  File  Reports  are  available  only  from  the  libraries  or 
from  the  quick-printing  firm  noted  in  the  introduction  to  the  Open  File 
ser i es. 

Note  that  several  of  the  libraries  which  hold  RMD  publications  are 
connected  with  the  i nter-1 i brary  loan  system.  Your  1 ibrary  can  provide 
you  with  information  on  obtaining  reports  through  i nter-1 i brary  loan.
